Block from Mr. Bl»n of 
Secretaiy Forrestal's office to discuss SANACC 30V6. Mr. Block 
stated that the discussion was based upon a paper prepared h r so se 
committee for the Joint Chiefs of Staff on the subject of ps,choIofcL:!al 
warfare organization. He was unable to see the paper and, hance, 
could not determine with accuracy the author of the document, I; 
did indicate, however, that as the SANACC Sub-Ccanmittee on P jych 3 I:.- cal 
Warfare is pursuing its p'esent objectives in accordance with the 
approval received under 30li/6 from SANACC, another group under the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff ie, to a great extent, working on para lei 
problems.

In augmenting the suggestion of Commander Knoll, I cemsaented that 
for Ifr. Block's own personal protection he should want to haie siicii 
a summary prepared and one copy given to each member of the s ub- 
committee so that when we report to our respective Agency ofl iciaj.a, 
we will be in a position to present better evidence than attempts 
to paraphrase what Mr. Blcck told us in today's meeting. IrL, Blctk 
seemed sold on the concept that he should prepare such a sunmary, 

U. The entire meeting today was consumed on reactions ft o the 
points discussed during Mr. Block's meeting with Admiral Glower; inx 
example, the present charter of work for the SANACC Sut-commS itee te 
Psychological Warfare was questioned, i.e., the view was expressed 
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whether it would not be more beneficial to develop a peace-time 
operating and planning organization which could easily be augmented 
in time of war. If the plarming and the doing in peace-time are 
to be tinder a director, the practical problems involved in selling 
a nominally peace-time nation the need for a psychological T/arfare 
organization must be faced,

his new office and indicate the security measures that are to be 
complied with.
